Take time now to gather the 
needed information such as 
seed, fuel, fertilizer, land 
rent, and machinery cost. I 
will work with each pro¬ 
ducer on an individual basis 
and provide printouts for you 
on each option you choose. 
These can be helpful when 
working with your bank for 
operating loans.

Recycle a natural 
Christmas tree by 
donating it to KY 
Fish and Wildlife 

A natural Christmas tree 
is a holiday season tradition 
in many households. 

Cherished are the mem¬ 
ories made around it and 
dreaded is the day when it 
must come down, even if 
the needles are dropping like 
confetti on New Year’s Eve 
revelers. 

A Christmas tree’s use¬ 
fulness doesn’t end when the 
holidays are over. 

They may be recycled 
for mulch or donated to the 
Kentucky Department of 
Fish and Wildlife Resources 
to provide more cover for 
fish - and better opportuni¬ 
ties for anglers. 

The department is accept¬ 
ing natural Christmas trees 
free of lights, ornaments, 
tinsel, garland and any other 
decorations at more than 30 
drop-off locations across the 
state through Jan. 15, 2015. 
To find the nearest location, 
visit the Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife website at fw.ky. 
gov. Click on the “Fish” tab 
and choose “Fishing Home” 
from the dropdown menu. A 
link for the Christmas tree 
recycling program appears 
on that page. 

Fisheries personnel col¬ 
lect the donated trees and 
bundle them to create fish 
attractors that will be sub¬ 
merged in lakes across the 
state. These brush reefs pro¬ 
vide new cover for all fish 
and nursery habitat for young 
fish. They also attract baitfish 
and algae, providing food for 
young fish and other aquatic 
organisms. 

New habitat is placed in 
lakes year-round by fisheries 
personnel. The Global Posi¬ 
tion System (GPS) coordi¬ 
nates of these features are 
plotted on lake maps avail¬ 
able on the Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife website.

Procedures 

With winter in full swing, 
the possibility of snow events 
increases daily. Bracken Co. 
Judge Executive Earl Bush 
watches forecasts and speaks 
with the County Road Dept. 
Supervisor and Emergency 
Management Director in an 
effort to keep residents safe. 
When necessary, the follow¬ 
ing snow emergency proce¬ 
dures are put into use and lo¬ 
cal media stations 5, 9, 12, 19 
and WFTM are notified. 

LEVEL 1: Roadways are 
hazardous with blowing and 
drifting snow. Roads may also 
be icy. Drive carefully. Mo¬ 
torists must move cars from 
snow emergency routes. 

LEVEL 2: Roadways are 
hazardous with blowing and 
drifting snow. Only those who 
feel it is necessary to drive 
should be out on the roads. 
Contact your employer to see 
if you should report to work. 

LEVEL 3: All roadways 
are closed to non-emergency 
personnel. No one else should 
be out during these conditions 
unless it is absolutely neces¬ 
sary to travel or a personal 
emergency exists. All em¬ 
ployees should contact their 
employer to see if they should 
report to work. Those travel¬ 
ing on the roads may subject 
themselves to arrest.

December 21, 1977 
“A Birthday for the Traipsin’ 
Woman And Plans to Move 
the Wee House”

For Jean Thomas, near¬ 
ly 100 years old, Christmas 
memories include a rocking 
horse, a coaster wagon, a doll 
and buggy and other toys and 
of giving. There are memories 
of sugar candy, shaped cook¬ 
ies, peppermint sticks beauti¬ 
fully striped and of sharing. 

For this Eastern Kentuck¬ 
ian, the memory file is bulging 
with songs, lilting carols from 
long ago, church music and 
sad songs. But even with the 
sad songs - the ballads—she 
sang with a joyful heart, walk¬ 
ing many miles of the way. 

In November Miss 
Thomas of Ashland, known 
for decades as the “Traipsin 
Woman,” celebrated her 96 th 
birthday with her family and 
friends. Though a cold pre¬ 
vented her from ending the 
gathering with her traditional 
song, “Down in the Valley,” 
she was seen moving her lips 
with the words as John Skaggs 
sang them and tapping her toes 
beneath the table. 

The “gathering” contin¬ 
ued into the night with a spe¬ 


cial dinner for the Grand Lady 
of Folk Music and efforts to 
raise funds to move her home, 
the Wee House in the Woods,” 
to the new Appalachian Cul¬ 
tural Park on Bob McCullough 
Drive in the industrial center 
of Ashland. 

Bom Jennie Garfield Bell 
in a house on Carter Street in 
Ashland Nov. 14, 1881, she 
became the Traqispin’ Woman 
years ago when she was a cir¬ 
cuit court stenographer. At age 
17 she began traveling from 
courthouse to courthouse, and 
when there was time between 
court sessions she visited any¬ 
one who could tell her about 
the old days, the old ways, the 
old songs. 

“In those days it wasn’t 
considered nice for a young 
girl to go moving about like 
that—you were supposed to 
stay at home and start a family. 
They called me ‘that traipsing 
woman.’ But it didn’t bother 
me.” 

Liberated by her own 
desires to do the thing she 
enjoyed most, she continued 
to seek out mountain people 
who knew the ballads and the 
history, though most couldn’t 
read a note of music, and some 
couldn’t read a word of writ¬ 
ing.

arship. 

• Grant. Grants are usu¬ 
ally based on financial need 
and generally don’t have to 
be repaid. These include the 
Federal Pell Grant. 

• Institutional aid. This 
term refers to the scholar¬ 
ships, grants and other finan¬ 
cial aid programs provided 
by the college. 

• Scholarship. A schol¬ 
arship, like a grant, usually 
doesn’t have to be repaid. 
Scholarships are usually 
based on grades, athletic 
ability, artistic ability or cri¬ 
teria other than need. 

• Student loan. Loans 
have to be repaid. The most 
common is the Federal Staf¬ 
ford Loan, sometimes re¬ 
ferred to as a Federal Direct 
Loan. 

• Waiver. A waiver lets a 
student attend college with¬ 
out having to pay tuition and 


certain fees. For example, 
Kentucky public colleges 
and universities provide 
waivers to state residents 65 
or older. 

• Work-study. These pro¬ 
grams let students work on 
or off campus to earn money 
for college. Examples in¬ 
clude Federal Work-Study 
and KHEAA Work-Study. 

KHEAA is the state 
agency that administers 
Kentucky’s student financial 
aid programs, including the 
Kentucky Educational Excel¬ 
lence Scholarship (KEES).

Provided, however, in the event a party of this action is the successful bidder at the sale of the property by the Master 
Commissioner, then the said party, upon payment of the court costs and sale expenses and any liens or judgments that have been given priority herein over 
the lien and judgment of said successful bidder/party, shall have its bid credited against its judgment herein. 

If the purchaser(s) fails to comply with the terms of the sale then, in such event, the Master Commissioner shall immediately resell the property upon 
the same terms and conditions as set forth herein, excepting only any necessary changes in the time and date of sale. Possession of the property herein 
sold shall be given to the purchaser after payment in full of the purchase price and confirmation of the sale by the Bracken Circuit Court.

During the winter months 
several factors come into 
play that could delay the start 
of school or cause school to 
be closed all together. One 
such factor is the wind chill 
on a given day. On particu¬ 
larly cold mornings we con¬ 
tinuously monitor the Na¬ 
tional Weather Service and 
closely monitor the weather 
conditions. There are two 
possible scenarios that come 
from the National Weather 
Service: a Wind Chill Advi¬ 
sory and a Wind Chill Warn¬ 
ing. The National Weather 
Service defines the two as 
the following: 

• Wind Chill Advisory: 
Wind Chills between -20 
and -34 degrees and at least 
a 4 mph wind for 3 hours or 
more. 

• Wind Chill Warning: 
Wind Chills -35 degrees and 
below with at least a 4 mph 
wind for 3 hours or more. 

When the National 
Weather Service issues a 
Wind Chill Warning for 
Bracken County for the time 
the school day begins, we 
will make a decision to close 
schools. It is quite likely we 
will make this type of deci¬ 
sion on the morning of the 
day in question as it is hard 
to predict what the wind chill 
will be the night before. If 
there is a Wind Chill Advi¬ 
sory for the county, schools 
will likely be open unless 
their are operational prob¬ 
lems with the bus fleet or 
mechanical problems in the
